Subject, —Exports to Sudan—Procedure for registration of contracts. 

No. 18-ETC(PN)/72.—It has been decided that with immediate effect, no export 
shipments to Sudan would be allowed under the Indo-Sudan Trade Agreement 
unless the contract is first registered with the State Bank of India, Bombay. In 
case of contracts in existence on 15tb July, 1972, the last date for registration is 
30th September, 1972. 

2. The State Bank of India, Bombay will register such contracts on payment 
of service charges fixed by the Bank. Indian exporters can have their documents 
forwarded to State Bank of India, Bombay through any branch of any bank. 

3. On registration the State Bank of India. Bombay, will issue to the exporter 
a certificate which will entitle the latter to effect shipments. Without this certificate 
no shipments to Sudan would be allowed. 

4. Further details on this subject can be had from State Bank of India, Bombay 
or any Authorised Dealer in India.
